On the evening of March 4, 1929, 
Herbert Hoover—President of the 
United States for a matter of 
some 10 hrs—prepared to retire in 
his new domicile. Casting about 
for bedside literature he was dis- 
mayed to find that in the entire 
White House there wasn’t even an
